The vote on the MeceArthur-Vare 
amendment, the big point in dispute, 
and which increased the man _ force 
from 67,000 as provided in the bill, 
was 221 to 148, with two members 
answering present, Ninety republic- 
ans voted against the 86,000 amend- 
ment while forty-eight democrats sup- 
ported it. 

There was no great shout at the 
finish like that which filled the cham- 
ber a week ago when the same pro- 
posal was put through the house, sit- 

_ting in committee of the whole, by a 
margin of 47 votes. A bare hand- 
clap or two greeted. the announce-

As amended, the measure carried 
a total of $251,269,000, or about $18,- 
000,000 more than the total fixed by 
the appropriations committee which 
framed it. It goes now to the sen- 
ate, with the charge by Chairman Kel- 
ley, of the naval appropriations sub- 
committee, ‘that many millions will be 
added, which the house would have 
heen asked to add today “had not the 
big navy men changed front at the 
last,”’

Genoa, April 19.—The division be- 
tween the allies and the Russo-German 
eastern bloc is growing more pro- 
nounced. ‘lwo outstanding points in 
Wednesday's developments were: 
Lloyd George’s firm refusal to mod- 
ify the allied attitude offering the 
Germahs only the alternative of an- 
nulling the new Russo-German treaty 
or withdrawifg from the political com- 
mission dealing with Russian affaires. 
Increasing indication that a Ten- 
tonic-Slav diplomatie collaboration 
toward the rest of Europe is being in- 
aucurated. 

Seeking to appease the allied wrath 
over signing of the treaty, Chancellor 
Wirth and Dr. Walter Rathenau, of 
the Germarx delegation, called on 
Lloyd George to explain why Germany 
made the alliance. Lloyd George re- 
ceived them at Rathenau’s request, 
but spurned all excuses offered, de- 
spite the assurances of distress of dis- 


two German delegates. 
The Germans then asked to see 
Barthou to explain to the French and 
repeat their expressions of regret at 
the trouble they had caused. 
Hold Three Conferences. 

More important conversations, how- 
ever, were staged at German head- 
quarters, where Rathenau and Tchit- 
cherin held three conferences during 
the day—the. last after Rathenau had 
made his call on Lloyd George. 
It is becoming more apparent now 
that the German reply to the allied 
memorandum on the Russian treaty, 
which is expected to be made Thurs- 
day, will be the joint handiwork of 
the Germans and the Russians. This 
did not serve in the least to ease the 
fears that the treaty heralds the be- 
ginning of a powerful German-Russian 
rapproachement, 
It is believed that Rathenau, fail- 
ing to obtain indications of modera- 
tion in the allied camp during his con- 
ference with Lloyd George, called in 
Tchitcherin with a view to framing 
a reply that will sooth the allied 
wounds and at the same time protect 
the integrity of the treaty. 

The German reply, it is expected, 
will— 
1. Deny that the negotiations in 
framing the treaty were secret, as al- 


leged by the allies.

treaty. 

3. Claim that the allied note bore 
the signatures of only nine of the 
thirty-four nations at Genoa and that 
It is not right that this small group 
should rule Germany out of a section 
of the conference where every nation 
should have an equal voice. 

4. Suggest that the situation be 
referred to a pienary session of the 
conference for discussion. 

It is regarded as significant that 
the Russian reply to the ailied debts 
proposals should be held up pending 
settlement of the German question. 
‘The Russians, it is believed, are wait- 
ing to see how Germany fares in the 
present crisis before shaping their re- 
ply finally. 

Immaterial Controversy. 


The whole-situation has developed 
into a more or less immaterial contro- 
versy over who has been wronged. The 
Germans keep reiterating that the 
allies were framing up a Russian set- 
tlement without letting,them in on it 
and that they were, therefore, forced 
in self-defense to make their own 
agreement with Russia. Lloyd George 
retorts invariably that if the Germans 
were worried over the situation, why 
didn’t they notify the conference and 
state their case instead of making an 
agreement behind the backs of the 
other nations. 

British delegates declare they wiil 
oppose a plenary session on the treaty 


which the Germans want, saying that 
there can be no change from the stand | 
that Germany must either annul her 
agreement or withdraw from the al- 
lied Russian negotiations. 

As the conference gets more and 
more tangled up in its jealousies and 
factional troubles, the leaders § are 
turning their eyes hopefully toward 
America. No one expects thAt Amer- 
ica will take even the most indirect 
part in the Genoa conference but therey 
is a strong feeling that the United 
States will join in some way in the 
financial conversations which are al- 
most certain to follow Genoa. Sir 
Robert Horne, of the British delega- 
tion, announced that America would 
be invited to participate in a world 
conference of central banks of issue 
to be held after the Genoa gather- 
ings, to work out some means of sta- 
bilizing exchange—and to apply what- 
ever principles and recommendations 
are adopted there. 

Will Ask Bank Envoys. 

Horne said that the United. States 
probably would be asked to send rep- 
resentatives of the federal reserve 
board to the conference. 

“American participation is neces- 
sary because the United States holds 
the bulk of the world’s supply of 
gold,” Sir Robert said. 
through the power of its gold reserve, 
would be able to hold up or make 
possible any scheme which Europe 
might evolve. I do not think Ameri- 
can bankers would object to co-oper- 
ating in such a practical business 
scheme.”

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Grade Crossing 
Signs Is Illegal 


The use of railroad grade crossing 
signs for advertising purposes at 
points where there is no grade cross- 
ing is contrary to the law of Georgia 
according to Jere 8. Ayers, of Jei- 
ferson, Ga., in a letter to The Con- 
stitution) Mr. Ayers wrote this let- 
ter after reading an article in The 
Constitution written by O. J. Wil- 
loughby, automobile editor, in which 
the use of such misleading signs wus 
strongly condemned. ‘The article of 
Mr. Willoughby met with almost uni- 
versal approbation, many people wrii- 
ing letters commending it while 
others expressed verbal approval. 

The law preventing the use of these 
signs was passed by the legislature in 
1918, according to Mr. Ayers. The 
law provides that “it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm or corpora: 
tion to use a sign in similitude of 
the grade crossing sign designated by 
the state railroad commission for use 
at points where highways cross rail- 
roads for advertising or other pur- 
poses, except at such places as aie 
designated regular crossings.” 


Penalty Provided. 


The penalty for violating the law 
is a fine of not more than $50, im- 
prisonment for not more than twelve 
months on the chaingang, or both. 
The attention of the state highway 
commission will be called to the law 
and steps will be taken to have such 
signs taken down or else have the 
owners of the signs punished.

In the special election Tuesday, 
when a tax receiver for Fulton 
county was chosen, only 8,137 votes 


ony 


were cast. 

The registration books contain 
the names of 38,000 Fulton county 
citizens—men and women who are 
legally qualified for the ballot—but 
of whom 29,863 were not sufficient- 


ly interested in one of the most im- 
portant offices in the county gov- 
ernment to go to the polls and ex- 
press their preference in the se- 
jection of a man to fill it. 

The campaign was brief but in- 
tensive, each of the three candidates 
and his corps of workers having 
made a thorough canvass and put 
his claims and qualifications before 
every voter in the county, either 
‘through the medium of printer’s 
ink, from the platform or by per- 
sonal contact, all three of these 
common methods of vote-solicita- 
tion having been freely employed. 

Fach did his utmost, and very 
properly so, to convince the people 
of Fulton county that he was. bet- 
ter fitted for the office than either | 
of his competitors; and in doing. 
that he did his full duty as a can- 
didate. 7 

It was left to the qualified voters 
to decide which of the three should 
be placed in this important and re- 
sponsible position, and 29,863 of 
them failed in their duty—failed to 
measure up to the responsibilities 
of American citizenship. 

Fulton county has a population 
of, perhaps, not less than 250,000. 

Of that number of inhabitants 
its registration of only 58,000 is 
certainly much smaller than it 
ought to be; and yet, even of the 
38,000 who qualified to vote only 
a few more than one-fourth of 
them, less than one-thirtieth of the 
total population of the county,.went 
to the polis and voted. 

They elected a good man, it is 
true—a substantial citizen, well 
known throughout the county, em- 
jinently fitted, no doubt, for the of- 
fice—but the point is that it is a 
sad commentary upon the political 
alertness of the rank and file of 
Fulton county citizens that 8,137 of 
them are permitted to choose offi- 
cials to administer public affairs of 
vital concern to every citizen of 
the community. 

This is government by a minor- 
ity. 

While in this instance a good 
man was @lected, the tendency of 
government by a minority of the 
people is inevitably toward bad 
government by self-serving politi- 
cians and inferior officeholders. 

The election of Tuesday, how- 
ever, was not exceptional in point 
of the disparity either between the 
population involved and the num- 
ber of votes cast or between the 
number of votes cast and the num- 
ber of registered voters. 

The ratio is substantially the 
same in each succeeding city, coun- 
ty or state election—the duty of 
applying the basic principle of 
democracy being shirked by the 
great majority of the -people. 

Nor is this condition by any. 
means local to Georgia; it is gen- 
eral to a greater or a lesser extent 
throughout the whole country. 

And whatever deficiency there 
may be, in the form of incompeten- 
cy or maladministration in our 
government, local, state or nation- 
al, can be traced directly to our 
lack of interest in*the ballot box.

Washington, April 19.—(Special.) 
The senate farm bloc is more discuss- 
ed and less.understood than any other 
institution connected with present- 
day legislation. 

I employ the word “institution” ad- 
visedly, for that in reality is what 


the congressional farm bloc has de- 
veloped into—an _ institution that 
laughs at criticism, and is flinchless 
under the reign of the party lash. 
Not all of the southern and west- 
ern members of congress are mem- 
bers of it, but most of them are, and 
those:who are not mémbers, with few 


some specific legislation of direct in- 
terest 1s. threatening, or threatened, 
. The “exceptions” are of two classes; 
first, those who are partisans to the 
extent that political exigencies and 
party bosses must. be considered and 
consulted in every vote they cast; 
and, second, those members—very few 
in numbers—who constitutionally, or 
otherwise, "oppose every concerted 
movement to effect legislation—the in- 
dependent free lancers who essay the 
opinion‘ that a legislator is a kind of 
a super-man who is amenable only 
to his’ conscience and his God and 
therefore must not enter into any 
kind of a combination that might per- 
chance destroy one’s “distinguished” 
individuality ; and so on. 

The farm. bloc was created to bring 
about, regardless of party ties and 
majority: and. minority _ bickerings, 
legislation that is essential to a res- 
toration of agricultural prosperity in 
this country, following the post-war 
depression. 

It evolved, almost accidentally, 
from conferences between western and 
southern members whose constituen- 
cies, made up largely of farming in- 
terests, had, of necessity, common eco- 
nomic trials; and hence’ common. de- 
mands up .the’ government for re 
medial supoprt.: 

The south and. west—and I mean 
the agricultural west, which is in re 
ality the central west—constitute the 
bloc for the reason that our problems 
are practically identical—problems of 
every kind from tilling the soil to 
finding adequate European markets. 

While cotton is the chief raw com- 
modity of the producing south,. the 
market is no more and no less depend- 
able upon satisfactory trans-Atlantic 
trading, than is the wheat and other 
grains of Ilinois or Iowa.

Former Senator Kenyon was the 
ruling figure in the bloe until the 
president—who has always looked 
with disfayor upon it—removed him 
from legislative labors by putting him 
on the federal bench. 

Senator Capper, of Kansas, then 
became the,active leader, and is more 
aggressive, if anything, than Kenyon 
was, Capper is a republican, of 
course, and as a rule republicans are 
quick to respond to ‘the party whip, 
but Capper is a farmer-senator first, 
and a republican afterward. Presi- 
dent Harding has long since learned 
that party “bossism” doesn’t set well 
with the Kansan, and has about yield- 
ed to the inevitable and become recon- 
ciled—that is reconciled until he can 
find some scheme to puncture the bloc 
program, If he can, he will.

- Im the meantime the bloc has been 
working over-time, and through its 
influence, the following legislation has 
already been ‘enacted, or advanced— 

Placing the meat packing industry 
under the supervision of the federal 
government; the Capper-Tincher’ fu- 
tures. act, through which grain ex- 
changes are now under governmental 
supervision and practices heretofore 
held ‘to; be inimical to the interests of 
those who grow the grain made un- 
‘lawfal; revival of the war finance 
corporation, with an appropriation’ of 
$1,000,000,000 to be used through the 
federal reserve banks to relieve-cred- 
it stingency in agricultural districts ; 
the. Capper-Volstead co-operative mar- 
‘keting act, relieving farm - products 
from the operation of the anti-trust 
laws and. authorizing the storage, 
marketing and distribution of farm 
and dairy products through co-opera- 
tive agencies, and the Curtis act, 
which added $25,000,000 to the revolv- 
ing fund of farm loan banks used in 
extending financial relief to farmers. 

The senate has passed the bill pro- 
viding for the appointment of a “dirt 
farmer” to the federal reserve board, 
and that bill is now pending in the 
house, where it is understood to be 
meeting with some opposition.

Chief interest right now centers in 
farm legislation that is yet to be writ- 


ten. 

All of the above laws are good as 
far as they go, but there is no general, 
widespread constructive legislation in 
the list—and yet but for ‘this. group, 
voting. independently of party, not 
one of the bills mentioned would have 
been passed—not one. That is a 
broad statement, but any well inform- 
ed student of this party-wild 67th 
congress will agree that it is true. 

As to bills-Soon to be proposed by 
the bloc there are some: measures that 
will be of great’ permanent financial 
relief to the agricultural. interests. 
Notably, the establishment of rural 
credit legislation, which will seek to 
set up new machinery for providing 
from six months to three years for 
farmers and stockmen, and a personal 
credit on their crops, stock and ma- 
chinery—independent of their lands— 
to furnish funds for operating. 

Muscle Shoals development for the 
manufacture of nitrates for fertil- 
izers is another of the farm bloc’s un- 
dertakings; and it is, perhaps, no se- 
cret to say that all of the members 


with whom I have talked are favor- 
able to the Henry Ford proposition 
in general, 

The enactment of a “truth-in-fab- 
ric’ law; the extension of the war 
finance corporation; repeal of the 6 
per cent guarantee clause of the 
transportation act; restoration of 
power of state railroad commissions 
to control interstate commerce and 
fix intrastate rates; and reduced 
transportation charges—these are 
some of the more ambitious measures 
that the bloc hopes to get through at 
an early date—if not all in this ses- 
sion, certainly in the early days of 
the 68th congress. 

The agricultural bloe is all right—

HEALTH TALKS

CAN A MAN GAS HIMSELF? 

Besides ‘accidental and intentional 
poisoning by illuminating gas, there 
are many other sources of carbon 
monoxide poisoning to which we are 
exposed nowadays. Nearly every one 
knows something of the danger from 
carbon monoxide poisoning from the 
exhaust of an automobile or other 
gasoline engine running in‘a closed 
place. Men working about blast and 
coke furnaces are often gassed with 
carbon monoxide. Leaky gas.stoves, 
gas irons or mantles; gas stoves 
without flue connection; or a cozl 
stove or furnace with leaky flue; or 
a coal stove with fire banked and 
drafts shut off for the night may 
give off enough of this colorless, 
tasteless and odorless gas to wipe out 
life. 

Carbon monoxide displaces the 
oxygen in the hemoglobin of the blood, 
thus preventing the tissues and cells 
from getting their necessary supply of 
oxygen. 3 

One who is being gassed yawns, 
grows sleepy and weary, has a dull 
headache with a feeling of pressure 
on the forehead, perhaps some dizzi- 
ness and nausea. Confusion and un- 
consciousness follow if rescue is not 
prompt. A peculiar sensation of lo&s 
of power in the knees. which causes 
the victim to become “frozen” in his 
tracks and to fail to attempt fligit, 
is characteristic in many instances. 

When exposure is prolonged or fre- 


quent, and the amount of carbon 


victim complains of unnatural lan- 
guor or weariness, headaches, palpi- 
tation, and poor memory or loss of 
former mental alertness. Disturb- 
ances of digestion, impaired appetite, 
or repulsion for food, and restless, 
sleep are also frequent complaints of 
garage employees and others whose 
occupation favors exposure to carbon 
monoxide in small, amounts. 

These carbon monoxide symptoms 
are strikingly like the symptoms of 
tobacco poisoning. ‘Indeed it is quite 
possible that the symptoms seen in 
acute and chronic tobacco poisoning 
ave chiefly attributable to the carbon 
monoxide. produced and inhaled with 
the smoke, coupled with the contribu- 
tory effect of the slower, more shal- 
low breathing which accompanies the 
act of smoking. 

Many housewives working about gas 
stoves with leaky gas connections 
are subjected to chronic carbon mon- 
oxide poisoning through the winter 
months. 

Small gas heaters of any descrip 
tion which have no outside flue zon- 
nection are an abomination in a 
room, and notwithstanding assurances 
that all the poisonous products are 
consumed by some special invention 
or attachment, snch stoves are quite 
as harmful to the health of human 
occupants of the room as coal stoves 
would be if they had no connection 
with the chimney. 

In seasons of the year when very 
little heat is needed it is a common 
practice to carry a flueless gas heater 
or an oil heater into the bathroom 
to heat the room while the adventurer 
is bathing. This is a dangerous prar- 
tice and one would better nostpon? 
the bath till the Fourth of July.

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DRAWS COMPARISON 
OF BURNS AND BYRON 


“Dogwood day,” observed annually 
by the Burns Club of Atlanta some- 
time during April, when the dogwood 
blossoms burst forth in radiant beauty 
and shed their fragrance upon a re- 
awakening world, was celebrated Tues- 
day, more than 125 persons enjoying 
a banquet of barbecue and Brunswick 
stew together with a number of bril- 
liant speeches. . 

Mrs. W. H. Felton, of Cartersville, 
one of the best beloved women in 
Georgia by reason of her activity in 
political and civic interests since the 
civil war, was guest of honor. In a 
masterful address, Mrs. Felton, who 
is 87 years of age, drew a comparison 
of the great Seotch poet, Robert 
Burns, in honor of whom the Burns 
club is named, with Lord Byron, the 
English peer. 

“Robert Burns From a Woman’s 
Point of View” was the subject of 
Mrs. Felton’s address, and it revealed 
the short-comings as well as the vir- 
tues of the beloved poet, the latter 
traits completely outshadowing the 
fornter, she declared. Burns’ en- 
vironment among the honest, poorer 
classes gave him a decided insight into 
ways and mannerisms of the masses 
which enabled him to intersperse in 
his writings that inimitable style not 
to be found in any other great poet's 
offerings, Mrs. Felton said. 

Byron’s Style. 

On the other hand, Lord Byron, 
with his exceptional educational ad- 
vantages and social position, was able 
to emulate a different style of writ- 
ing. Byron, by changing places with 
Burns, might have been the greatest 
poet of his time, Mrs. Felton asserted, 
but it is doubtful, she added, if he 
could have surpassed Burns, who had 
lived.and known no other existence 
except that which gave him inspira- 
tion for his work. 

“Burns’ early poverty compelled as- 
sociation with a class that weighted 
down ‘his attempts to rise above those 
early and perplexing embarrass- 
ments,” declared the speaker. “His 
genius carried him aloft in spite of 
these entangling alliances. He ranks 
today as the chief singer in glorifying 
the beauties of nature, and his fame 
will never dim.” 

Mrs. Felton was introduced to the 
assemblage by Governor Hardwick, 
who paid an eloquent tribute to “Geor- 
gia’s grand old lady,” as he termed 
her. Other prominent speakers who 
took occasion to pay tribute to Mrs. 
Felton were Judge Marcus Beck, 
Judge Richard Russell, Dr. Joseph 
Jacobs,. John M., Greer and H. H. 
Cabaniss. Walter McElreath, pres- 
ident of the club, acted as _ toast- 
master. 


Lithonia Guests. 

A delegation of members from the 
Burns Club of Lithonia, headed by 
Mrs. James Kelly, wife of the former 
president of that club, were among 
the guests present. Other members 
and guests present included Mrs. 
Harry Harmon, Dr. John Ozburn,

The Burns Club of Atlanta is af- 
filiated with the international Burns 
society and has the distinction of 
being the only club in existence own- 
ing its .own quarters together with 
a ten-acre tract of land and a sub- 
stantial sum of money in the bank. 
The building is an exact replica of 
the home in Scotland in which Robert 
Burns. lived.

URGED IN EDITORIAL 


The current issue of the Christian 
Index devotes its front page to the 
nation-wide celebration of the move- 
ment for forest conservation and in 
another page publishes President Har- 
ding’s proclamation declaring April 
16-22 national forest protection week 
and golden anniversary of arbor day.

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NEWBERRY ACTION 


ASSAILED BY HULL 


Grand Rapids Mich., April 19.— 
Th democratic atiack on the seating 
of Senator Trumiun H. Newberry was 
carried into Michigan tonight by 
Chairman Hull, of the democratic na- 
tional committee. 

Speaking at a state-wide meeting of 
the party leaders Chairman Hull dis- 
cussed »t length the Newberry case, 
which fermer Governor Cox touched 
upon in an address here last night, 
and which Cha'rman Hull tonight de- 
clared “sharply raised the clean-cut 
issue 9£f whether seats in the United 
States senate are for sale.”” Repub- 
lican leaders nad answered the issue 
affirmatively, tue chairman said, add- 
ing: 
“This means that any office is for 
sale, and that the corrupt use of 
money to influence any governmental 
agency for any purpose, no matter 
how seliish or tiendish, is a part of 
the polii‘eal practice of those who are 
today in high places in Washington.” 


Symptem of System. 


The democratie chairman then went 
on to say that the Newberry case, 
“bad as it is in every odious sense,” 
is not “within and by itself that 
which constitutes the greatest danger, 
but as a symptom or outcropping sign 
if reveas startiing evidence of the 
frightfui underlying system of political 
bargain and sale under which old- 
guard republican leaders sre today 


conducting the republican party and 4 


the affairs of our government as 
well.” 

Three classes of republicans exist 
today, Mr. Hull said, naming them 
as “the od guard, the progressive and 
the Newberry :epublicans.” 

“The Newberry brand is now in 
control uf the republican party,” he 
added.

Dover’s friends immediately. issued 
an appeal to. members of congress in 
an effort to incite the republican lead- 
ers to renew their drive to have Pres- 
ident Harding oust Blair.

Fiscal Situation.’ 

The fiscal situation, which is in- 
timately related to the inefficiency in 
the bureau of internal revenue and 
the war between Blair and Dover, is 
summed up as folluws: 

Through deferring railroad and oth- 
er obligations until the next fiscal 
year, Secretary Mellon hopes to close 
the books on June 30 with a surplus 
of $47,000,000. The surplus is also 
made possible by a surprising in- 
crease in customs collections of $75,- 
000,000. 

Through the deferring of obliga- 
tions until the next fiscal year, 
through the falling off in income and 
profits taxes and through inefficien- 
cy in the bureau of internal revenue, 
the treasury is running into a deficit 
next fiscal year of $484,000,000. 

The estimated deficit of $484,000,- 
QOO0 for next fiscal year can be in- 
creased by from $100,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000, or be decreased in the same 
amount in so far as the efficiency in 
the bureau of internal revenue in- 
creases or decreases.

ment next year. He really is charged 
up with making good or with having 
the treasury deficit increased. 

About two weeks ago Secretary 
Mellon /had the experts of the bureau 
of internal revenue and the treasury 
make a survey of the financial sit- 
uation, in view of the proposed sol- 
dier bonus legislation. The report 
was that revenues for the next fiscal 
year would fall off approximately 
$300,000 ,000. 

The falling off was charged both to 
depression in business and the failure 
of the bureau of internal revenue to 
collect back taxes. Then the propo- 
sition was made to Blair to collect 
back taxes and in anticipation of some 
increased efficiency the decrease -in 
revenue was made $150,000,000> or 
$200,000,000 instead of $300,000,000. 

Went Out to Make Good. 

Blair immediately went out to make 
good. He issued an order that ap 
pointments in his bureau were going 
to be made through the appointment 
clerk. The appointment elerk is R. C. 
Pollock, a Blair republican, who suc- 
ceeded Carl (irabill, a Dover ap-. 
pointee. In other words, Blair said 
to all republican members of congress 
that he and not Dover was responsi- 
ble for giving out jobs in the bureau. 

So emphatic was the order from 
Blair that Dover’s friends immediate- 
ly got busy. Quietly they had been 
carrying out the process of “Harding- 
izing” the bureau for weeks. The 
process was as follows: 

A job hunter would go to Dover. 
Dover would send him to his member 
of the house or senate. The member 
of the house or senate would then put 
pressure on Dover and then on Blair, 
and if Blair did not respond then the 
opportunity was opened for a com- 
plaint to be made against Blair. The 
final move was to get his complaint 
into the white house. 

And thns the fight is on, and there 
is no telling what the result will be, 
except that it is generally hoped among 
the southern and western republic- 
ans that Blair will win out in the 
finals.

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APRICOTS FOR FLAVOR. 

Fresh fruits come and fresh fruits 
go,. but we can always get dried apri- 
cots. And, indeed, thev are a tre 
mendous addition to our dietary. 

Stewed for brenkiast they are de- 
licious. And stewed, they may be 
used as a dinner dessert. Just place 
three or four halves in a little glass 
dessert dish, pour over them a little 
boiled custard, and top with a spoon- 
ful of whipped cresm and a sprink- 
ling of nut meats. Or else add a 
spoonful of marshma!low to the cus- 
tard instead of the eream. 

For apricot, have ready stewed apri- 
cots, drained of their juice, and dip 
the halves into a hatter made of a cup 
ot flour sifted with half a teaspoon 
of baking powder and a teaspoon of 
salt, to which are added a spoonful of 
melted butter, one egg, well beaten, 
and enough of the apricott juice te 
make a thin batter. Fry brown in 
| deep, hot fat, and serve with a sauce 
made from the juice of the apricots 
or with sugar sprinkled over the 
fritters. 

Apricot Sauce for Meats—Two 
pounds dried apricots, softened over- 
night and stewed siowly; eight large 
, oranges, one onion, chopped; two ta- 
blespoonsful of mustard, one table 
spoonful of grated ginger root, one- 
half pound of seeccd raisins, two 
pounds of red peppers, one pound of 
brown sugar, two Jemons and one- 
half (secant) salt. 

Drain the apricots. put into a sauce- 
pan with the grated rinds, pulp and 
iyuices of oranges and raisins, ete. 
Bring to boiling point and cook care- 
fully until thick. ‘Take from fire and 
rub through a coarse sieve. Cool and 
bottle. Serve with fish and cold 
meats, 

Apricot Meringue Pie—Two cups 
of dried apricots, ccoked and mashed, 
sweeten to taste, add one tablespoon 
of butter and heat in a double boiler. 

Dissolve one tablespoon of -corn- 
starch tn-one tablespoon of cold water 
and add to the mixture; cook until 
thick, then pour over the well-beaten 
yolks of two eggs and pour into a 
baked pastry shell. 

:Beat whites of twoeggs until light, 
add two tabesloopns of sugar, a few 
drops of lemon flavoring; spread over 
top of pie and brown in a slow oven.

Stuchell Shows 
Relations of U.S. 
And of England 


“Under Two Flags,” was the sub- 
ject of an impromptu talk made by 
Dr. W. T. Stuchell, pastor of the 
Central Congregational church, and 
president of the Atlanta Masonic 
club, at the weekly luncheon of the 
club in the Peacock dining room 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Stuchell stressed the splendid 
relationship between the people of 
the United States and England, which 
he declared was predominant ever 
since this countr®? was founded, and 
which had lasted on down through 
the ages until the present time. 

“In the revolutionary war between 
the United States and England,” Dr. 
Stuchell said, “we were not fighting 
the English people but an army con- 
‘trolled by King George III., a feeble- 
minded aristocrat whose heritage was 
decidedly German. All of England's 
right thinking people rejoiced that the 
thirteen colonies were victorious. It 
was the means, of deposing George 
from his throne. 

“This sentiment has lasted until 
the present day. Back in 1898, when 
this country was engaged in a war 
with Spain, Germany endeavored to 
obtain the assistance of both France 
and England in plunging our country 
into war with the central powers. 
England steadfastly refused to aid 
in Germany’s diabolical scheme and 
took sides with us. When Admiral 
Dewey warned the German navy, 
which had been sent to Cuban waters 
specifically for the purpose of en- 
snarling this country into a war with 
her, to steam out of the way so that 
he could engage the Spanish flotilla, 
without endangering the German 
fleet, England sent a fleet of war-

tubes, either for detector or amplifiers, 
must be equipped with some sort of a 
battery for giving them high voltage. 


This high voltage is required to have 
the tube operate properly and is ab- 
solutely essentiat. 

This battery is called the B bat- 
tery to distinguish it from the A or 
six-volt battery, and the proper volt- 
age should be 221-2. The operator 
is cautioned to be sure that both bat- 
teries are connected correctly, be- 
cause if the B battery happens to get 
connected into tne filament circuit, 
the tube will burn out almost in- 


stantly. 

There are several different types of 
B batteries on the market and all of 
them are good. All thateis required 
is to have a battery that will givé a 


high voltage with a very low amper- | 


age, because the actual drain on the 
battery is very small and 
last for months. In fact the B battery 


will simply die of old age long before 


‘the actual current is used up by the 


tube. The amateur can place the B 
battery somewhere on a shelf at the 
back of the set and forget all about it 
for six or cight months. 

Can’t Vary Small Type. 

The first type of battery to be con- 
sidered is the small type that delivers 
221-2 volts and cannot be varied. 
These little batteries are plenty good 
enough for all ordinary work and will 
serve very well. However, on some 
sets it is desirable to get the last 
ounce of voltage from the B battery, 
and in this case it is best to be able to 
vary the B battery voltage. 

Some surprising results may be 
obtained in this way. If the begin- 
ner is using a Radiotron, U. V. 200 
detector bulb, it will be Sound that 
this tube will not operate at all, as 
na rule. at voltages exceeding 22 1-2, 
To be sure some of these tubes will 
operate on the higher voltages, but 
a a rule they are best at 221-2 or 
ess. 

The amateur may find that his par- 
ticular vacuum tube will work the 
best at 12 or 16 volts, but as the bat- 
tery gets lower the voltage will have 
to be raised. For this kind of work 
it is best to get what is known as a 
variable B battery, and they usually 
come in larger sizes and cost more. 
The difference in the price is well 
worth it, to the amateur, in results. 
A little wrinkle for a very efficient B 
battery may help a lot of amateurs 
to have better: stations. 

Instead of buying a large size B 
battery, go to any electrical store and 
purchase a box of Eveready flash- 
light batteries. These come five in a 
box and the proper size is No. 705. 
Leave the batteries right in the box 
and connect them all up with short 
pieces of wire and a little solder. It 
will be seen that the two contacts are 
made of brass and one is longer than 
the other one. The long one is the 
one that is connected to the zine of 
the batter, and consequently is the 
the battery, and consequently is the 
positive. 

Connecting the Batteries. 

In connecting them up first leave 
the long one for the external connec- 
tion, then connect the short piece of 
brass on the first cell to the long 
piece on the second cell. ‘Keep this 
up until all the batteries are con- 
nected together and it will be found 
that the short lead will Be left on the 
other end. Always connect the bat- 
teries up in this way. If more B bat- 
tery is required for an amplifier, sim- 
ply buy several boxes of the batteries 
and proceed to connect them all up 
in this manner, 

Now if the voltage needs to be 
varied, simply have a small battery 
clip or spring clip of some sort and 
solder a piece of wire to it. With 
thfs clip it is a very easy matter to 
vary the number of cells in use by 
moving the clip from electrode to 
electrode. Remember, though, to al- 
ways place the clip on t™® positive or 
negative pole, or, in other words, the 
opposite pole from thaf at the other 
end of the battery. A B battery of 
this type will sometimes last almost 
a year before it needs renewing, and 
even then the operator may pick out 
the cell that has gone bad and replace 
it with a new battery, thereby saving 
the expense of purchasing a whole 
new box

Steady Increase in Farm 


Produce Brings Return 


Of Prosperity to South 


BY JOHN GLEISSNER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, April 19.—Prosperity 


The purchasing power of the farm- 
er’s dollar has not yet been restorel 
to its pre-war standard, by any 
means, but the trend of farm prices 
is, and for four months has been, 
steadily upward, producing a condi- 
tion that is reflected throughout the 
business life of the country. 

Government economists have insist- 
ed that general business recovery was 
ans impossibility until the farmer was 
prosperous. And the beginning of that 
prosperity is in evidence. 

Deflation Checked. 

The deflation process which be 
gan in 1920 has been checked and 
the prices of what the farmer sells 
and what he buys are approaching a 
level. Prices of all soil products de- 
clined with much greater rapidity than 
other commodities, so the farmer bore 
the brunt of the readjustment. Burt 
during recent months, the prices of 
farm products increased, while gen- 
eral commodity prices did not.. The 
farmer was the gainer. 

In February of this year, for in- 
stance, the index number of farm 
products stood at 100, with 19135 as 
the base year, prices then being fig- 
ured as 100. The index number for 
all commodities was 151, on the same 


basis of comparison. That shows 
how much more the farmer’s dollar! 
had declined, because two years ago| 
general commodity prices were about 


| on the same level with farm products. 


Price Rises Revealed. 

Index numbers for the principal 
farm productg reveal the extent of 
price rises during the first quarter ot 
this year. With the average price in 
1913 figured as 100, wheat in Jan- 
uary was 119, in February 123, and 
in March 149.1. Corn was 73; 77.3, 
and $2.3 respectively. Beef, in Jan- 
lary, was 80, and in February 85.9; 
hegy were $2 and 110; sheep 100.7 
afd 125.8; wool 107.8 and 133.5. 
Since these index numbers were com- 
piled, price rises have continued, e#» 
at the present time they are much 
higher. While these increases were 
appearing, general commodity prices 
remnained steady around 150. 

Government statisticians point out, 
however, that the price increases for 
the most part came after the farmers 
had sold the bulk of their crops. 
They fear, also, that the coming of 
harvest may bring another price re- 
cession. 

But the farmer has benefitted, un- 
questionably. 

“Settlement Period.” 

March 1 was a “settlement period” 
for the farmer—the time when farm 
debts were paid, and mortgages re 
funded or paid. The tone of prices 
enabled the farmers to pass this pe 
riod with greater ease than otherwise 
would have been possible. Many were 
saved from being “closed out.” Fur- 
ther, the price rises tended to ease 
the deflation process that has been 
applied to the “land boom,” collapse 
of which ruined many farmers. 

There are other indications ‘that 
the farmer is more prosperous, tue 
surplus of farm labor gradually is 
dwindling. Credit demands are light 
er; the war. finance corporation as 
had repaid to it voluntarily $100,000.- 
Q0O loaned to banks for the farming 
nelustry,

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| Trolley Company 
Auto Benefactor, 
Says Arkwright 


Automobile men of Atlanta were 
told Wednesday night that their big- 
gest benefactor and their largest pa- 
tron was the street railroad system. 
Incidentally the automobile men were 
told plainly and unmistakably of in- 
stances in which the automobile had 
been anything but the benefactor of 
the traction company. ‘The speech 
was delivered by Preston 8S. Ark- 
wright, president of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company, before the 
reguiar monthly meeting of the At- 
lanta Automobile association. His 
subject was “Friendly Enemies.” 

During the course of his remarks, 
Mr. Arkwright called to the atten- 
tion of the automobile men that his 
company paid for the repairing of 
pavement that automobiles destroyed, 
made possible by the extension of pav- 
ing to every section of the city, while 
the automobile not only deprived the 
company of transporting automobile 
owners but the automobile.had vital- 
ly cut into the company’s revenues 
by the free hauling of prospective 
street car passengers or the competi- 
tive employment of the jitney bus. 

In the Old Days. 

“In the old days when the street 
railway was the horse car,” said Mr. 
Arkwright, “the constant beating of 
hoofs on the strip of pavement be- 
tween the rails, wore away the pave- 
ment, 

“Municipalities required the street 
railway to pave, repave, and keep in 
repair the pavements they wore out. 
With the passin?" of the horse the 
reason for this requirement passed 
too, but the requirement didn’t pass. 
The street railway is still required 
to pay for this paving and to keep 
it repaired, although the repairs are 
made necessary, not by the street

Mr. Arkwright then pointed out 
that the city paving that is used 
almost exclusively by the automobiles 
is actually paid for by the street 
car riders. 

Cost Company $500,000. 

“For paving and track readjust- 
ment made necessary by paving,’ ae 
declared, “in the year of 1922, pro- 
jects already authorized will cost our 
company about $000,000. Every dol- 
lar of this expenditure has to be 
met vut of street car fares and this 
affects the price the passenger. must 
pay for his ride and the quantity 
and quality of service that the com- 
pany renders him. ‘he street rail- 
road rider is generally unable to own 
an automobile. He ig made up from 
the less wealthy class of the com- 
munity and he makes no use of the 
paving—and yet he is compelled to 
pay for it. 

“Not only has the-automobile in- 
creased the direct burden of pavinz 
expense on the street railway rider, 
but its insistent call for more and 
better paving has increased the tux 
charge on this street railway rider 
to help pay for the paving outside the 
railway track area and on streets 
where there are no tracks at all. 

“During last year for taxes and 
paving my company paid to the city 
of Atlanta $384,540.50. Every dol- 
lar of this had to come out of the 
fares and in the end was paid for by 
the customer. All the autombiles and 
trucks in Atlanta paid an aggregate 
of $36,504.57 in taxes to the city, 
averaging about $2 each. 

“Automobiles have vastly increased 
traffic congestion. The parked cars 
force all moving vehicles on the track 
area, retarding street cars, disarrang- 
ing schedules, slowing up the move- 
ment, and making more street cars 
necessary to handle the same number 
of passengers.” 

Mr. Arkwright then told the auto- 
mobile men of what he considered the 
abuse of the automobile. 

“Use of the automobile.” he said. 
“for the exclusive purpose of riding 
from home to office, parking in the 
streets all day and riding back home 
at night, is an unnecessary and ex- 
travagant use of the automobile. I 
tell you this not only in the interest 
of the street railway service but in 
the interest of the great -body of auto- 
mobile users, 

“If everyboy owning an automobile 
drives it into the center of town and 
parks it, the time will come when 
parking in the streets will be for- 
bidden altogether. 

“Another thing we consider an 
abuse of the automobile. This is for 
the owner to pick up people on-the 
streets and ride them to town. An 
examination of our records will dis- 
close that on our suburban lines we 
bring into town in the morning 10 per 
cent less passengers than we carry 
out in the afternoon. This is due to 
the picking up of our passengers by 
autos, 

“The expense of operating the 
street car is the same, whether these 
people ride on it or not. ‘T'o this ex- 
tent it restricts the ability of the 
company to furnish the quantity and 
quality of service desired and it af- 
fects the fare that must be charced 
by the street railway for the passen- 
gers who do not ride.. It’s an un- 
fair form of business competition. 

The automobile men gave Mr. Ark- 
wright an enthusiastic reception. At 
the conclusion of his speech, Tou 
Hicks, viee yresident of the associa- 
tion, thanked him for his “logical 
exnosition of the relation of the street 
railwav to the automobile industrv.” 

William J. Roork snoke briefly on 
returning prosperty in the automo- 
bile industry.

been excluded from their considera- 
tion by the mafor’s statement at their 
second meeting that ‘we will have 
none of it.’ It is a federal form of 
charter, otherwise called the auto- 
cratic mayor type, and vests both leg- 
islative and executive power in the 
mayor, his veto over council consti- 
tuting the former and his appointment 
of ail important administrative of- 
ficers the second. As the mayor is 
elected for four years and cannot suc- 
ceed himself, it is more likely that 
political officeholders will seek and 
secure administrative positions than 
that the positions will seek the men 
as ought to be the case. Council 
me:nbers under this plan are chosen 
at ward primaries and elected by the 
city at large. ‘the mayor’s power is 
dominant and an upheaval in admuin- 
istration is likely every four years, 
Capable, experienced personnel can 
neither be/enlisted nor retained under 
such organization, 
Best Prospects. 

“The Atlanta plan or Watkins char- 
ter seems to offer the best prospects 
of securing good representatives in 
council and capable officials.in ad- 
ministrative positions. A council 
composed of one representative from 
each ward nominated and elected from 
the city at large is the controlling au- 
thority, Council elects a comptroller, 
city attorney, recorder and chief of 
administration, 

‘The latter has authority to ap- 
point; Ssupervise and remove heads of 
departments. He is responsible to 
council and can be removed by coun- 
cil at’any time. He must make good 
by deeds not words. The Watkins 
plan depends upon elected council 
representatives to protct our political 
rights, and upon a non-political offi- 
cial to give us impartial non-political 
service. Good reereation, health and 
other essential living conditions are 
as non-political as baseball and smail- 
pox.” 

Choate Makes Attack. 

In his attack on the Watkins char- 
ter, Mr. Choate, author of the com- 
posite plun, charged that Mr. Watkins 
had revised the Atlanta plan recently 
to include some of the features of 
the composite pian. He also charged 
that some of the changes violted the 
principles for which the League of 
Women Voters have declared. 

“The chief of administration 
clause,” said M-. Choate, “has been 
changed to make this officer elective 
by the board of aldermen instead of 
being appointed by the mayor and con- 
firmed hy the hbourd. 

A mavor utterly destitute of any 
function whatever, except to ornament 
the office and make after-dinner 
speeches, was vhat Mr. Choate said 
Atlant? would have under the Wat- 
kins pias. 

Mayor’s Power Cut. 

“A careful serutiny of the Watkins 
charter,” Mr. Choate said, “fails to 
disclose mention of the mayor’s office 
except in two sections where the 
formula ‘mayor end council’ has er- 
roneousiy crept in being copies from 
another charter. In other words, the 


-mayor would be a sort of sublimated 


alderman withcut a vote and without 
authority to even propose an ordi- 
nance 0. a res*%lution. For this he 
would diaw $3,600 a year. 

“As a matter of entire consistency 
this mavor is deprived of veto power. 
He was origiaaily created for the 
sole purpose of appointing a_ city 
manager, but the framers of the char- 
ter later took that job out of his 
hands, leaving him absolutely desti- 
tute, Yei. the eharter makes the 
mayor subject to recall. It is hard 
to see why. for he certainly would 
never do anything.” 

Joint Dehboate Declined. 

In rep!y to an invitation to meet 
Mr. Warkins and Councilman Claude 
Ashley. advocate cf the old charter, in 
joint debate-Saturday night, Hugh M. 
Willet replied Wednesday. declining 
both ‘or himself and Mr. Choate. 
Mayor Key had already declined to 
speak for the Chnsate charter. 

It wus announced that Mr. Watkins 
will speak at Wesley Memorial 
church, even if plans for the debate 
are off. Other charter advocates will
